Nearly 300 concerned and outspo¬ 
ken parents packed a Bedford gym¬ 
nasium on Thursday night to 
express concerns for the proposed 
new school boundaries for the area. 

Members of the boundary 
review committee presented their 
findings at a meeting at Basinview 
Drive Community School, which 
was followed by speakers. 

Kelly Johnstone’s son was to 
start primary at Waverley Road 
School, but he would now go to 
Basinview under the new bound¬ 
aries. The committee has only said 
Waverley Road school will become 
a “site," but house no students. 

“It’s a little unethical the way it 
is happening because there’s an 
official way to close a school and 
this is not it,” said Johnstone, draw¬ 
ing cheers and applause. “You’re 
effectively going to close a school 
by reverting all the children.” 

The new boundaries would also 
see elementaiy students living in

the Glen Arbour subdivision be 
sent from Hammonds Plains Con¬ 
solidated School to Kingswood Ele- 
mentaiy School. 

That didn’t sit well with many, 
who painted the picture of driving 
by nearby HPCS each morning, 
often battling traffic on the Ham¬ 
monds Plains Road. 

Others noted possible over¬ 
crowding at Basin view’s after 
school program, which could 
absorb students from Waverley 
Road and Sunnyside Elementary 
School, leaving some parents 
scrambling to find a place for their 
child to go after the final bell rings. 

Many of the 30-odd speakers 
asserted concerns for the lack of 
transparency during the review 
process, calling it “rushed” and 
“not fair.”

Last year’s homicide rate 
keeps climbing. 

It was a record at 17, 
and on Thursday Halifax 
RCMP added one more to 
the tally. Vanessa Lynn 
Marie Burgess, 28, was 
charged with manslaugh¬ 
ter in the death of her 64- 
year-old father, David 
Burgess. 

It stems back to an inci¬ 
dent in Broolcside on July 
20, 2011. David suffered 
critical injuries after a fall 
down a flight of stairs. He 
was admitted to hospital 
in Halifax the next day and 
died a week later. 

Vanessa was arrested 
and charged with aggravat¬ 
ed assault in July, but those 
charges were withdrawn 
on Wednesday after she 
was arrested at 11 a.m. in 
Fairview. 

Const. Tammy Lobb, 
RCMP spokeswoman, said 
it took six months to 
change the charge from 


aggravated assault to 
manslaughter because she 
said these investigations 
take time. 

“Before we lay that 
charge, we would want to 
make sure we have every¬ 
thing in place prior to do¬ 
ing so,” she said. 

Typically, when investi¬ 
gators are dealing with a 
homicide, the information 
is released immediately to 
the public. In this case, the 
details were first made 
public on Thursday. 

“Initially, police were 
investigating an assault be¬ 
tween two people who 
were known to each other 
and typically we don’t re¬ 
lease that information,” 
Lobb said. 

“They knew throughout 
that point in the investiga¬ 
tion that public safety was¬ 
n’t an issue.” 

According to Vanessa’s 
Faceboolc page, she gradu¬ 
ated from NSCC Alcerley 
campus last year. She also 
graduated from Sir John A. 
Macdonald High School in 
2001.

Emera CEO Chris Huslcilson 
is heading to Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador to pro¬ 
vide an update on 
negotiations for the 
Muskrat Falls project. 

Huslcilson will join Nal¬ 
cor CEO Ed Martin for a 
press conference in St. 
John’s on Friday morning to 
outline where the two utili¬ 
ties are in negotiations on 
the $6.2-billion hydroelec¬ 
tric project. 

Emera and Nalcor have 
spent the last 14 months 
trying to work out the 
minutia of a term sheet 
signed in November 2010 
to much fanfare. The utili¬ 
ties originally expected to 
complete the negotiations 
within a year, but that dead¬ 
line was extended to the 
end of January.

It doesn’t take Ben Stiller 
or movie magic to make a 
museum come alive. 

Monkeys, snakes, frogs 
and lizards are moving in¬ 
to the Museum of Natural 
History for the next three 
months as part of an exhi¬ 
bition called Under the 
Canopy: Animals of the 
Rainforest, produced by 
frequent contributor Little 
Ray’s Reptile Zoo. 

Each of the animals has 
its own special features 
and talents for living in the 
rainforest, said Paul (Little 
Ray) Goulet. 

“We have a chameleon 
here,” he said, as an exam¬ 
ple. “They have a prehen¬ 
sile tail for hanging on to 
trees, hands that are excel¬ 
lent for holding on to

branches and a super-long 
sticky tongue for grabbing 
insects out of the air.” 


It’s the first time the ex¬ 
hibition has been seen out¬ 
side of Little Ray’s Zoo in 
Ottawa. Besides the ani¬ 
mals themselves, the show 
is littered with informa¬ 
tion about rainforests 
around the world.

about 14 per cent of the 
world was covered in rain¬ 
forest, and now you’re 
down to six or seven per 
cent. The rate of deforesta¬ 
tion is 8,300 hectares an 
hour,” he said. 

March break is an im¬ 
portant time of year for 
the museum and curators 
always try to bring in a 
temporary exhibition not 
directly tied to Nova Sco¬ 
tia, such as last year’s A T. 
Rex Named Sue, said Jeff 
Gray, museum spokesman. 

“It’s a chance to show 
animals that people don’t 
get a chance to see,” he 
said. 



Another Friday, another storm for HRM 


Is it deja vu? 

Environment Canada is 
calling for another messy 
Friday in HRM, which, no 
doubt, will mean another 
sloppy and chaotic drive 
home from work. 

Tracey Talbot, a meteor¬ 
ologist with Environment 
Canada, said late Thursday 
that snow is forecast to be¬ 
gin in the mid- to late- 
morning and will change 
over to ice pellets and pos¬ 
sible freezing rain by late 
afternoon. 


“We’re looking at prob¬ 
ably some hazardous driv¬ 
ing conditions for the 
drive home,” she said, 
adding that Halifax is ex¬ 
pecting five to 10 centime¬ 
tres of snow and ice 
pellets. 

Talbot said everything 
should change over to rain 
by the evening, with as 
much as 30 millimetres ex¬ 
pected. 

The storm will again 
put HRM’s snow-clearing 
team to the test. 


Social media was 
buzzing with a hue and 
ciy after last week’s less- 
than-prompt cleanup. 
Even Mayor Peter Kelly, in 
an interview with Metro, 
agreed the service was 
poor. 

Talbot said a low-pres¬ 
sure system that was over 
the Ohio Valley area on 
Thursday is tracking up to¬ 
ward New Brunswick and 
bringing the winter weath¬ 
er along with it.

Nova Scotia’s justice minis¬ 
ter says it’s premature to 
“have a battle” with the 
federal government over 
the cost of new crime legis¬ 
lation. 

On Thursday, Ross 
Landry said Nova Scotia 
would prefer to wait a year 
to measure the impacts of 
Bill C-10, an omnibus 
crime bill passed by the 
Conservatives in Decem¬ 
ber. 

“We’re better off to 


track what impacts and in¬ 
creases that may occur, 
and if there’s adverse ef¬ 
fects to our overall bottom 
line ... then it’s better to 
go back to the federal gov¬ 
ernment and [say] this is 
the impact,” he said in a 
phone interview. 

When asked if he was 
concerned the federal gov¬ 
ernment would simply 
stick the province with the 
bill, Landry stressed the 
need for good-faith bar¬ 
gaining. 

Landry was speaking at 
the conclusion of a two- 
day meeting between

provincial and territorial 
justice ministers and their 
federal counterpart, Rob 
Nicholson, in Charlotte¬ 
town. Some provinces 
have been vocal in their 
position that the federal 
government should foot 
the bill for any increased 


pressure on their justice 
system. 

Ontario estimates the 
federal legislation will cost 
the province $1 billion, 
while Quebec foresees an 
additional $500 million in 
costs. 

On Thursday, Nicholson 
told reporters the federal 
government “doesn’t have 
a $1-billion cheque for On¬ 
tario.” He also noted Ot¬ 
tawa has committed to 
increasing transfer pay¬ 
ments to the provinces by 
$2.4 billion.

O Crown delivers closing arguments 
in Shafia family trial O Security 
issue spurs delay earlier in the day 


The evidence against 
three people accused of 
killing half their family 
over honour is 
“irrefutable,” a Crown at¬ 
torney told the jury in the 
case in closing arguments 
that lasted well into the 
evening after a bomb 
threat delayed procee¬ 
dings earlier Thursday. 

Crown attorney Laurie 
Lacelle told the jury hear¬ 
ing the Shafia family mur¬ 
der trial that Mohammad 
Shafia, 58, his wife Tooba 
Yahya, 42, and their son 
Hamed, 21, were each re¬ 
sponsible for planning 
and carrying out four 
murders, executed to get 
rid of family members 
causing them dishonour. 

“Shafia, Tooba and 
Hamed had decided that 
there was a diseased limb 
on their family tree,” she 
said. “Their decision was 
to trim the diseased limb 
and prune the tree back to 
the good wood.” 

She urged the jury to 
find all three guilty in 
what the Crown has 
alleged is a quadruple ho-

nour killing of Shafia’s 
three daughters and his 
other polygamous wife. 

“You know this was not 
an accident — it was mur¬ 
der,” Lacelle said at the 
end of her lengthy 
address. “They did what 
they each believed had to 
be done. Now it’s your 
turn. Find them all guilty 
as charged. There is no 
other way.” 

The courthouse in 
which the Shafia trial is 
taking place was evacuat¬ 
ed just before court was 
about to start Thursday 
morning. While police 
would only say there was 
a “security concern.” A 
source told The Canadian 
Press the reason for the 
evacuation was a bomb 
threat.

“He’s a demanding CEO 
with a monomaniacal fo¬ 
cus on making Facebook 
succeed in its mission,” 
Wong wrote. 

“He’s a perfectly nice 
guy on a personal level; it’s 
just that professionally, he 


is focused on getting it 
done and has a limited tol¬ 
erance for emotional 
fragility in the people he 
needs to help him execute 
on that mission.” 

Great business leaders 
tend to have “a significant 
body count of ex-employ¬ 
ees claiming that they 
were autocratic and 
mean,” Wong pointed out. 

Zuckerberg gives em¬ 
ployees “ever-greater chal¬ 
lenges to surmount,” he 
said, which should be fine 
for an employee who is 
confident and emotionally 
secure. 

If you’re looking for a 
boss to develop you or who 
gives you confirmation or 
even acknowledgement of 
your opinions, Zucker¬ 
berg’s not the guy for you, 
said Wong. 

“He does have a touch 


of Asperger’s,” said Wong, 
referring to the disorder 
that robs people of social 
skills that he said accounts 
for Zuckerberg appearing 


to ignore people when 
they’re talking. 

“I would characterize 
him as tough but fair.”

Treaty signing sparks more protest in Poland 


Poland on Thursday signed 
an international copyright 
agreement that has sparked 
days of protests by Internet 
users who fear it will lead to 
online censorship. 

Poland’s ambassador to 
Japan, Jadwiga Rodowicz- 
Czechowslca, signed the 
Anti-Counterfeiting Trade 
Agreement, or ACTA, in 
Tokyo, she told the all¬ 
news station TVN24. 

Later in the day, hun¬ 
dreds of people took to the 


streets of the eastern city 
of Lublin to express their 
anger over the treaty. 

ACTA is a far-reaching 
agreement that aims to har¬ 
monize international stan¬ 
dards on protecting the 
rights of those who pro¬ 
duce music, movies, phar¬ 
maceuticals, fashion and a 
range of other products 
that often fall victim to in¬ 
tellectual property theft. 

It shares some similari¬

K aren Sorenson, 29, 
is a public relations 
executive in Los 
Angeles. She’s also 
a Mormon, one of the fast¬ 
growing denomination’s 
14-million members. 

“Where I was grew up 
(in San Diego) there 
weren’t many Mormons,” 
she tells Metro. “Kids in 
school would ask me ques¬ 
tions like, ‘How many 
moms do you have?’ I had 
no idea why they’d ask 
such a thing until I real¬ 
ized that many people be¬ 



lieved Mormons still prac¬ 
tise polygamy.” 

Now, says Sorenson, 
things are veiy different. “I 
don’t get questions about 
polygamy anymore. When 
people hear that I don’t 
drink or smoke because 
I’m a Mormon, their reac¬ 
tion is usually, ‘Wow, I 
could never do that.’ My 
being a Mormon isn’t a 
deal-breaker for them. It’s 
like being a vegetarian.” 

Mormons are officially 
known as the Church of Je¬ 
sus Christ of Latter-Day 


Saints. Only half of 
Americans consider 
Mormonism a 
Christian religion, 
and some Evangeli¬ 
cals call it a cult. 

But according to a 
new survey by Pew, 

63 per cent of Mor¬ 
mons say that ac¬ 
ceptance is rising. 

“In the academic 
environment of 

Boston, there’s very 
little direct bias against 
us,” says Patrick Turley, a 
26-year-old PhD student at 


Harvard. “Sometimes peo¬ 
ple attribute beliefs to me 
that aren’t true, but usual¬ 


ly a short conversation 
clears it up.” 

“Romney has made us 
feel more mainstream,” 
says Derek Morton, a 30- 
year-old realtor in Utah. As 
a teenager, Morton re¬ 
belled against his faith. “I 
felt like, ‘I want to order 
beer, too,”’ he says. “But 
now I feel that giving up 
things like alcohol has giv¬ 
en me more freedom. I 
don’t have to worry about 
going to jail for drunk driv¬ 
ing.” 

Fifteen members of the 


United States Congress are 
Mormons. So are many 
business leaders, including 
Credit Suisse CEO Eric 
Varvel and JetBlue founder 
David Neeleman. 

Behind the success: An 
army of more than 50,000 
young Mormons who 
spend two years preaching 
their faith around the 
world, under often chal¬ 
lenging circumstances. 
Even outsiders credit the 
Mormon missionary pro¬ 
gram. BusinessWeek calls 
it “God’s MBA.”

O Company trying to ensure ‘facility is competitive,’ spokesperson says 


Canadian Pacific Railway, 
under fire from a dissident 
investor who wants major 
changes at the company, 
said Thursday it remains fo¬ 
cused on cutting costs. 

“We ... will continue to 
take costs out of the system 
while maintaining and im¬ 
proving service levels 
across our network,” CP 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive Fred Green said.

Harper signals change 

O Prime minister’s speech in Davos hints at reforms for pensions, 
research and immigration O Canada ‘model of confidence,’ Harper says

Ottawa will transform the 
country’s pension system to 
curtail government costs, 
but details won’t come un¬ 
til the budget, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper said 
Thursday. 

In a major speech at the 
World Economic Forum, 
Harper also signalled loom¬ 
ing reforms in immigration 
as well as research and de¬ 
velopment — all in the 
name of ensuring Canada’s 
economy is on a strong 
footing. 

The idea, he said, is to 
position Canada as a more 
competitive force in the 
global economy and to con¬ 
front the pressures of an ag¬ 
ing population. 

“In the months to come, 
our government will under¬ 
take major transformations 
to position Canada for 
growth over the next gener¬ 
ation,” Harper said in an ad¬ 


dress to several dozen of 
the 2,600 forum delegates. 

Despite the immediate 
audience, the speech was 
aimed as much at voters 
back home as it was at in¬ 
ternational business and 
political leaders. 

The prime minister also 
reiterated a commitment to 


streamline environmental 
approvals for major energy 
projects. 

He chided wealthy coun¬ 
tries for being too compla¬ 
cent about ringing up debt 
that they cannot afford, 

Harper said his govern¬ 
ment has worked to keep fi¬ 
nancial disorder out of 


Canada and is stepping up 
efforts to set the country on 
the right track for coming 
decades.

Big, bad wolves 

O The Grey’s characters bring lyricism to the man-versus-nature genre 
O Chris Alexander joins Richard Crouse this week to review Liam Neeson’s latest 


Richard: Chris, the thing 
that separates The Grey 
from other man-versus- 
nature movies is the charac¬ 
ters. At first glance they are 
the usual assortment of 
rough and ready characters: 
the edgy chatterbox, the ex 
con. But soon nuances ap¬ 
pear. They shed tears and 
even recite poetiy when 
not fighting off steely-eyed 
wolves. Most action movies 
are only concerned about 
setting up the action and 
the payoff. The Grey isn’t. It 
wants you to get to know 
the men so when some¬ 
thing awful happens to 
them, you care. 

Chris: That’s what I found 
so disarming about the pic¬ 
ture, that lyricism. The 


trailer certainly leads you to 
believe that it’s all about 
Neeson suiting up with 
busted bottle fingertips, 
growling and boxing toothy 
timber-wolves. And while 
we DO get that, its strength 
is that tapestry of charac¬ 
ters and how instead of be¬ 
coming more savage as 
their situation becomes 
more desperate, they be¬ 
come more human. This is 
as much Hemingway as it is 
horror show. Spealcing of 
horror ... what did you 
think about those wolves? 
Did you buy it? 

RC: For me the wolves were 
the least interesting part of 
the movie. They make for 
cunning foes, but Neeson’s 
Wolf Whisperer character 


defanged some of the hor¬ 
ror because he understood 
and was able to explain 
their behaviour. A dose of 
unpredictability might 
have been scarier for me. 
Having said that, I still 
wouldn’t want to meet up 
with any of the movie’s 
wolves, no matter how 
much CGI was involved. 

CA: Ahhhh...I loved them. 
Of course, they are not 
based in reality by any 
stretch. But that’s OK, nei¬ 
ther was Bruce the Shark in 
Jaws. The wolves are death 
itself, stalking the men, toy¬ 
ing with them, picking 
them off randomly and 
without warning in novel 
and gruesome ways. On 
that tip, The Grey is kind of 


the spiritual sister to the Fi¬ 
nal Destination films. OK, 
that may be a stretch, but 
the wolves and their almost 
supernatural presence real¬ 
ly do push the film into an 
almost surreal area that I 
liked. And I’d be willing to 
bet some viewers won’t like 
them for that very reason... 

RC: The wolves, I guess, are 
the film’s hook, but for me 
it’s all about the characters. 
Come for the wolves! Stay 
for the characters! 

CA: Well, whether it be 
wolves, sensitive manly 
men or a glimpse into the 
snowy hell that we've mer¬ 
cifully been spared this 
year, The Grey is spectacu¬ 
lar entertainment.

Maybe this won’t come as a 
surprise to many, but Drew 
Barrymore found it pretty 
easy to get into the mind of 
the Greenpeace crusader 
she plays in Big Miracle. “I 
spent a lot of time — a lot 
of time — with Cindy Low- 
eiy, the woman I play in the 
film,” Barrymore says of her 
preparation for the part. 
(The character on screen 
goes by the name Rachel 
Kramer, though.) “And she’s 
just rad and a total badass 
and super-cool and fun, and 
we really actually connect¬ 
ed, which is the way you 
hope it will be, but maybe it 
will and maybe it won’t. 
But we were like two peas 
in a pod. It was great.” 

Big Miracle tells a true 
tale about all types of peo¬ 


ple — feuding news an¬ 
chors, Inuit natives, oil ty¬ 
coons, even the Russian 
navy — coming together to 
help three gray whales 
trapped under the arctic ice 
off northern Alaska, cutting 
off their migration and 
threatening their lives. It 
wasn’t just the natural dra¬ 
ma of the stoiy but also the 
amazing camaraderie in¬ 
volved in the rescue that at¬ 
tracted Bariymore to the 
project. “I just think seeing 
this stoiy and living in it, 
you just appreciate that 
everybody put their agen¬ 
das aside for a second to 
work on the same thing, 
and it’s sort of peeling away 
the layers,” she says. “I 
liked when I got to say to 
[Ted Danson’s oil executive] 
character in the film, 
‘You’re not as hard to hate 
as I thought.’ I just liked 
that moment and thought 
what it would be like if you 


actually were stuck and got 
to know the people that 
you thought you were so 
different from.” 

While the Greenpeace 
crusader Bariymore plays 
in the film starts off shout¬ 
ing through a megaphone 
at a city council meeting, 
she doesn’t want Big Mira¬ 
cle to have that level of 
preachiness. The goal, she 
says, was “making it per¬ 
sonal rather than, like, 
soapbox-y — which I hope 
this film achieves or is 
good at. It’s amazing how 
it touches on so many 
things that could be differ¬ 
ent today if they were dif¬ 
ferent back then, but it 
doesn’t do it in like a 
preachy, in-your-face kind 
of way. So I think the more 
you do speak from the 
heart rather than thump¬ 
ing the agenda... I just 
think that that’s where 
people listen.”

They sold 
all 13 copies for $5,000 
each.

Quick and easy is perfect 
for a busy night and even 
better when it has tons of 
flavour!
